The Congressional Record of this morning
was a sight to delight the eyes of those
members who sre violently opposed to any
enrtailment of the privilege of “extending™
remarks in that most extrsordinary dally
newspaper of the world. The Republicans
were true {o their threat, made on Thurs
day, that if the chapters of Henry George's
free trade work, ‘‘Protection and Free
Trade,”” were not expunged, they wounld
print in the Record whole books in favor of
protection.

The Record of this morning accordingly
came out containing the entire contents of
n pamphlet issued by the Protective Tariff
Leagne, entitled “From Plymouth Reck to
MeKinler,"” making 13 closely printed
pazes  Another protection effusion was
mede up o! extracts from the New York
Tritume in answer to a letter of Roswell G.
Horr, and on the free trade side there ap-
peared 1he three concluoding chapters of
Henry George's bonk which had not before
been printed. Each of these innovations
was attached te a speech supposed to have
been delivered about two weeks ago, and
whieh the speakers, Milliken, of Maine,
Diolliver, of lowa, and Simpson, of Kansas,
Lad the privilege of extending.

Oply One REesuit Possible.

Ot course, an abuse of the Record in this
manner oan have but one result. It was
vegun by yvoung members, who claimed they
could not get recognition for the speeches
her desired to make.

Th+ Rankruptcy of the Treasary.

The remark of Senator Hoar a day or two
spo, that the United States Treasury is now
bankrupt, is, as the Senator hastened to ex-
plain, vot to be taken in a literal sense.
He mersly meant that it was to sll intents
and purposes bankrupt, when it wighheld
the payvment of houest claima in an uowar-
ranted manner. Just what claims the Sen-
stor relerred o I do not know, but it is s

t well known here, though no special ex-

otition of it bas been made, that tfor two
= past a desperate effort nhas been made
by treasury officials to avoid paving out
anv mouey except that which was unavoid-
alile.

Iliie has extended to ma'ters so trivial as
to be asiounding. In making up his esti-
mates tor expenses of the many and various
bureaus that are controiled by the depart-
sent lor the next fiscal year the Secretary
{gsed 1o recommend an inerease of foree in
many instances where such increase was ab-
solutelr necessary for the proper transac-
tion of business simply because be was de-
termined that wo increase of expenses
sbould be mude. In the bureau where the
tobacen reliates and  sugar bounties must be
settled the cleris have been overworked in
the most seandslous manoer that the small
sum necessary to pay tor additional clerks
might not go with other things to cof-
tribute to & possible deficit in the Treasury.

Hownest Clatms That Are Not Paid,

Add to this the delay of work upon
public struetures, the influences brought to
bear upon Ilepublicans in Congress to syb-
seribe to and nssist the petty sizpenn
policy of the majority in the House, an
the honest claims adjudicated and undis-
puted, Ivinz in the Treasury unsettled,
upon one pretext or another, and one getsa
tniut ides of the desperate condition of the
fnnnees, the necessarily deceptive character
o1 the siatements of the condition of the
Treasury, and the niggardly policy of public
expenditure rendered imperative toavoid a
new issue of bonds to meet the expenses of
rovernment.

. Probably the extraordinary shifia to
pvoid garments of cluiwe which bave been
passed wpon and which have reached the
Treasury vertment for payment may best
be illustrated by a brief outline of the
eurious history of the claim of ex-Governor
Kodman B. Price, of New Jersey. 1n 1849,
he having been a purser in the navy for
nearly ten vears, Mr. Price was ordered to
san Francisco. In August of that yesr he
nas detached from the navy and turned his
wocounts and money to his successor.

Ount of Pocket Many Thousands.

in addition to the money of the Govern.
ment he tnroed over a large sum, about
€75,000, of his private funds, to meet pay-
ments which it was necessary to make at
once, and for which there were not funds.
11is sucecessor defaulted in his office, left his
papers in confusion, and mo record eould be
iound there of & large portion of the
: -anssctions between Price and his succes.

While returning to Washington on the
steamer Orline St. John, the vessel was
burned in the Alabama river, and most of
Price's vouchers destroyed.

The late Judgre DBradley, of the Supreme
Court of the United States, was Prioe's
ecounsel, and the Government counsel was
nezisted by Willism L. Dayton, who was
the previons vear the Republican candidate
for Vics President. The Government was
defented at every point. A clean verdict
waz given for Price, and the jury stated

sum of $75,000.

Judge Bradler, after he was elevated fo
the Supreme bezch, declared that
never was a more just clalm than that of
Pricc's, angi oﬁfn urged ita allowance while
it was ng in Congress.

The p;enriodgof the war, the confusion of
the “reconstruction’ years, and then the
repeated misfortune of a failure to reach
the bill in either one House or the other
before the close of a session prevented the
aging cluimant from getting his just dues
From being rich, Price became a poor man,
but he bas been alwaysesteemed as a gentle-
man of the highest honor. He assised to
brinieCnlitnmi.l into the Union, and was a
member of the frst Constitutional Conven-
tion of that State. He was elected Governor
of New Jersey, was a member of the Thirty-
stventh Congress, and §5 now held int
highest esteem by all who know him. He
isin his old sge and straitened circum-
stances, a genisl lovable gentleman of the
old school, such as it does one's heart good
to meel.

The Claim Thorough'y Sifted,

The Fity-first Congress, Republican in
both branches, paseed the claim of ex-Gov-
ernor Price ‘by large maiorities, though
Price has always been a Democrat. The
claim was thoroughly sifted and discussed
by both Houses. I‘gu President exsmined
it and expressed a personal pleasure in at-
taching his signsture to the Elll, the pleas-
ure being the greater for the reason that
several valued and verv intimate triends
were among the closest friends of ex-Gow-
ernor Price. The claims went to the Treas-
ury Department, Second Comptroller's
office, for payment.

Itwould seem that after the passage of
the bill by Congress, and after it had re-
oeived the signature of the President, no
discretion was left the Treasury suthorities
but to pay, yvet it was “‘held up.” Clerks,
mere ordinary sccountants, mysteriously
were led to the decision that the claims
should not be paid As no amount of
money was designated in the bill, which
only directed a settlement of the accounts
of ex-Purser Price, of the Navy, the excase
was made that the scoount was seitled,
though s suit had been brought in 1857 to
compel Price to settle. The accountants
finally bt out the Government in debt
to Priee in the amount of $46,000, bnt it was
dedided that it must be the entire $75,000 or
nothing,

Closed Up iy the Comptrollsr,

After making soveral conflioting de-
cisions, the Comptroller, the Bolicltor Gen-
eral and the clerks seeming to grow more
and mure confused about the matter, the
Comptroller closed the oase with the astonish-
ing assertion that Congress had the
law under o misapprehension of the facts
The Solicitor Genera! agreed with the Comp-
troller, and as it seems, the SBecretary of the
Treasury was powerless in the hands of his
inferior officers. So these two officers of the
Treasury vetoed a bill by Congress
and dfned by the President after the most
careful investigation of the faots.

Then came s climax which is probably nn-

ralleled in the annals of the Government.
‘hough unsettled accounts had been ad-
niitted and expert accountants had fonnd
the Government indebted to Price, the See-

of the Treasury addressed a letter to
Congress stating that the accounts of Priece
been balanced and elosed in 1857, the
very year in which suit was b ht against
Price for a settlement, and so the matter
was refe back to Congress *““for such
additional legislation as may be necessary.”
Some Most Exuranordinary Juggling.

I doubt if in the history »f the country
another instance can be found of such extra-
ordinary juggling with a solemn act of leg-
islature by department officlals.

The letter of Secretary Foster was re-
ferred to the Committee on Claims. A sub-
commitlee was appointed to consider it, I
am informed to-day that the sub-committes
will repori to the committee that there is
nothing further for Congress io do in the
matter, It is probable, therefore, that the
Treasury Department will continue to
aseert that the accounis of ex-Governor
Price have ?n balanced and closed, in the
face of its plain admission to the contrary,
that the act of Congress signed by the Presi.
dent will be vetoed by the Treasury author-
ities, and that the venerable ex-Governor
will be cheated out of his 275000 for the
purpose of keeping tbat amount in the
Treasury.
